• Explanation of Procedure Producing Pain and/or Distress 

Monkey model of dermal treatment induced thermal allodynia. Allodynia is a phenomenon 
where a normally non-painful stimulus becomes painful. Allodynia is a common symptom in 
people that have suffered nerve damage, e.g., crush injuries or diabetic neuropathy. The 
goal of the study was to produce an area of enhanced sensitivity to normally non-noxious 
stimuli, to assess the anti-allodynic actions of test article. The animals were trained and 
acclimated to the test procedure, and were closely monitored by the technical staff and 
study director. The use of drugs to relieve the discomfort would have adversely affected the 
results and interpretation of the study. 

• Scientific Justification 

To assess the ability of the test articles to attenuate this allodynic response compared to 
control article response (baseline). The allodynic baseline was used to assess the potential 
anti-allodynic effects of test article. Administration of analgesics would have affected the 
assessment of the compounds being tested and given a false positive, or suppressed the 
model completely.
